Promptly at three o'clock the Guard 
of Honour i^^mmtmd of Major A. 
W. W. Kyle;lM!b.Wîriarclied up tiic 
street and took up their po:itlon fac- 
ing the Institute. A sergeant was de- 
tailed to fly the ^'GoyeFrior-Qeneral's 
standard from a temporary flagstaff 
pn a platform above the cornerstone 
Shortly after., Her Excellency the 
Countess of Bessborough accompanied 
by Lady Currie and Mr:. Ives mount- 
ed tho platform where .they were 
Joined by Sir Herbert Holt. 

Governor-General Arrives . 

As His Excelteric? arrived, the band 
struck up the National Anthem. The 
procession filed on to the platform 
where they were met by the Countess 
of Bessborough and Lady Currie. The 
Gp.vcrapr-Gcncral and Sir Arthur 
Currie reviewed the Guard of Honour. 

In the opening ceremonies Sir Ar-

Boasting ogajpeerless kicker in 
Sinclair/^tewbrthy backfield- 
ers in Coulter and Arnup and a 
strong impregnable line, the 
Queen City rugbyists played 
rings around the McGill squadi 
to win out 8-0. Queen's defeSP 
ed Western 8-5 in the other 
leagiie game. 

Bands Perform 
The exhibition was repute- with all 
the circumstances attendant to the an-, 
hual college cla:slc. Both bands ap- 
peared in natty uniforms, formèd in- 
tricate formations, and playéd each' 
other^^onK^hiie enthusiastic fresh- 
men ^snam^^^ceâ across - the field; 
But these were the only thrills. In as 
drab and as one-sided a game< as it 
was ever McGUl's displeasure to take 
part in. The winners ijjw^iitkmere 
eight pohits ahead at tt^pSSn* but 
the difference might eabsilyitwve 'been 
doubled had they not. frittered away 
several hnportant scoring, chances, r. 

Displaying a most complete reper- 
tojre of plays, Varsity dominated the 
play for the entire sixty minutes dur- 
ing which time Sinclair pui^ped over 
eight single boots. 'McQUl' also had

Both Crews Pull Admirably 
Under Adverse Cbnditions 

A LONG, smooth, islow, delib- 
crate stroke was matched' 
with a shorter, sharper^faSfêr 
stroke and came out oPt^as 
Varsity repeated its victoiy over 
the McGUl.Eight, in Saturday's 
Classic. Varsity negotiated the 
two mile stretch in 11 minutes 
48 seconds, but three seconds 
short of the 1930 record. Mc- 
iSiiliiltrailed the Blue crew by 
Çwfiw'boat length, the closest 
finish to the race since its in- 
ception, in 1926. McGill won 
the first two years, and Toronto 
has gained five consecutive vic- 
tories, making this the sixth 
straighti[^i||i||§. 

^^sSw^Unfftvorable 

The race was run on a choppy 
course, which aided by a sharp, cold 
wind, gave the shells a slight bob and 
made for hard ro j^atSabiid er the cir- 
cumstances, bothl^P^d a fine 
race :from ;st8rting line to the fhilsh. 
Opinion among the officials was 
unanimous, that had ttie cbunè been 
smooth, a gpod ^ma ny seconds would 
have been cuH^jj^ record. 

l'Ile :^m^g|Éa8hed ahead at 
the. start, offœBjiropulIhig a smart 
40 to the minute and gained a lead 
of a boat length and a half before 
settlhig down to a steady 34 strokes. 
From the start; Varsity pulled smooth- 
ly, slowly, deliberately, dohig about 
34 to the minute. 'The Blue boat 
started to cut down McQiil's lead 
from about the one-eighth mile mark- 
er, pulling an even 33 or 32 to the min- 
ute. At the quarter mile distaijee. 
Varsity was about neck and "neck with 
the Red boat, gradually pulling ahead 
of them with their steady,, driving, 
powerful thrusts.
